‘Joe the Plumber’ strikes back at media

NEW YORK “Joe the Plumber” is lashing out at the media for analyzing his 
personal life since he suddenly became a focal point of the presidential 
race last week. 

Joe Wurzelbacher, a plumber from Holland, Ohio, told Mike Huckabee 
on his Fox News talk show Saturday that he is upset by the attention and 
has been unable to work with reporters crowded on his front lawn. 

“The media’s worried about whether I’ve paid my taxes, they’re worried 
about any number of silly things that have nothing to do with America,” 
Wurzelbacher told the former Republican presidential hopeful on his 
show, “Huckabee.” 

Wurzelbacher said he felt terrible after reading some of the criticism 
of himself posted online. 

“I felt about that small,” he said. “I mean I really did.” 

Republican presidential candidate John McCain has been portraying 
Wurzelbacher as emblematic of people with concerns about Obama’s 
tax plans. 

Wurzelbacher became famous after he met Obama and said the 
Democrat’s tax proposal could keep him from buying the two-man 
plumbing company where he works. However, reports of Wurzelbacher ’s 
annual earnings suggest he would receive a tax cut rather than an increase 
under Obama’s plan. 

“You know, I am a plumber,” Wurzelbacher said. “Just a plumber.” 

Wurzelbacher said he agreed to appear on the show after he received 
phone calls from friends serving in the military who voiced their support. 

“You know, when you can’t ask a question of your leaders anymore, 
that gets scary,” he said.

Colin Powell breaks rank 
to endorse Obama 

WASHINGTON Colin Powell, a Republican who was President 
Bush’s first secretary of state, endorsed Democrat Barack 
Obama for president Sunday and criticized the tone of 
Republican John McCain’s campaign. 

The former chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff said 
either candidate, both of them senators, is qualified to be 
commander in chief. But he said Obama is better suited 
to handle the nation’s economic problems as well as help 
improve its standing in the world. 

“It isn’t easy for me to disappoint Sen. McCain in the way 
that I have this morning, and I regret that,” Powell, inter- 
viewed on NBC’s “Meet the Press,” said of his longtime 
friend, the Arizona senator.

I think we need a president who is a generational change and 
that’s why I’m supporting Barack Obama, not out of any lack 
of respect or admiration for Sen. John McCain.” 

Asked whether Powell’s endorsement would undercut 
his campaign’s assertion that Obama is not ready to lead, 
McCain said: “Well, again, we have a very, we have a respect- 
ful disagreement, and I think the American people will pay 
close attention to our message for the future and keeping 
America secure.” 

Obama called Powell to thank him for the endorsement, 
Obama spokesman Robert Gibbs said.

Chicago lawyers find TV 
guilty of excess drama

On any given day at the Cook County crimi- 
nal courthouse, judges preside over hundreds 
of cases: felony DUI, possession of controlled 
substances, aggravated assault and murder- 
just to name a few 

Some defendants are being tried before a 
judge or jury Others, wearing tan jumpsuits, 
file into the large, chilly and dreary court- 
rooms for more routine proceedings — to hear 
judges’ rulings on motions, get a new court 
date, or agree to plea bargains in open court. 

If you’re a fan of TV’s prime-time legal dra- 
mas— centered on trials, ethically challenged 
attorneys and high drama— you might not 
recognize the place. 

Here, the exchanges between prosecutors 
and defense attorneys are hardly explosive. 
Spectators sitting on the nicked, dark wooden 
benches in the courtrooms are mainly family 
members. 

Meanwhile, millions more are sitting on 
their couches at home, fascinated by the 
proliferating prime-time legal dramas on TV 
These shows range from veterans— “Law & 
Order” debuted in 1990, while “Boston Legal” 
finishes its five-year run this season— to new- 
comers, including “Damages” and “Eli Stone,” 
whose second season premiered last week. 
Just last month, “Raising the Bar” joined the 
court TV club. 

While such shows are popular— “Law & 
Order” and its “Special Victims” spinoff aver- 
aged 9 million viewers last year, according to 
Nielsen Media Research— and entertaining, 
they’re also far-fetched. Chicago lawyers say 
the shows, often created or written by law- 
yers, feature exaggerated and highly dramatic 
characters, shorten the legal process of a trial 


The 'CSI' effect 

Crime-related dramas are “very exciting, 
but they don’t compare to the day-to- 
day activities of people working in these 
areas. What is more interesting in some 
ways, there’s evidence and new research 
that shows they’re beginning to create 
expectations among jurors,” said Laura 
Beth Nielsen, director of legal studies at 
Northwestern University. 

She referred to what has been dubbed the 
“CSI effect,” the idea that watching programs 
like “CSI” causes jurors to acquit defendants 
when no scientific evidence is presented. 

A 2006 survey of more than 1,000 people 
summoned to jury duty in Michigan showed 
many potential jurors expect scientific 
evidence to be presented, but it was not a 
prerequisite in rendering a guilty verdict in 
most criminal case scenarios, l.v. 



that could take years down to an hour and 
capture the highly unlikely moment when 
people shockingly confess on the stand. 

“Boston Legal,” for example, is mostly over 
the top, said Darryl Goldberg, 30, a criminal 
defense attorney who lives downtown. 

He recalled an episode in which Alan Shore, 
played by James Spader, goes before the 
Supreme Court and criticizes the justices. 

“It would never happen in a million years. 
He’d be held in contempt and he’d be wearing 
a jumpsuit so fast because all he did was go on 
a political tirade against conservative mem- 
bers of the court,” said Goldberg, a partner 
at Meczyk Goldberg. 

“Law & Order” doesn’t portray the legal 
system accurately either, he said, especially 
when it comes to timing. 

“Someone will get arrested and a day later 
they’re already picking a jury and the case is 
going to trial and a case is decided within a 
two-day period. You wouldn’t even get to an 
indictment in two days,” Goldberg said. 


What seems to be missing in these dramas 
are the long hours spent taking care of paper- 
work, interviewing witnesses and preparing 
cases, he said. 

“They sensationalize the trial work. Every 
trial lawyer loves going to trial. But at the 
same time they don’t show a lot of behind- 
the-scenes stuff,” Goldberg said. 

In the real world, fact-gathering and trial 
preparation take up most of lawyers’ time, said 
Adam Bonin, 35, a University of Chicago law 
school graduate who works in Philadelphia as 
a civil litigator. 

‘Any show that has lawyers in court a lot 
is lying,” said Bonin, who started a pop cul- 
ture blog called A List of Things Thrown Five 
Minutes Ago. 

An overwhelming majority of cases— civil 
or criminal— are settled out of court or plea- 
bargained, he said. 

Despite the rising number of court cases, 
the percentage of cases reaching trial has 
declined. For example, 1.8 percent of feder- 
al cases went to trial in 2002, down from 11 
percent in 1962, according to data compiled 
for the American Bar Association’s Vanishing 
Trials Project. Less than 5 percent of criminal 
cases were tried in 2002, compared with 15 
percent in 1962. 

Of course, some shows are meant to be pure 
entertainment. Remember the unisex bath- 
rooms and dancing baby on ‘Ally McBeal”? 
That— like the musical numbers of “Eli 
Stone”— are unlikely to be seen at law firms. 

“When I was in high school and start- 
ing to think about a career, it was all about 
‘L.A. Law.’ And it presented such a glamor- 
ous courtroom-centered vision of what being 
a lawyer was like that you couldn’t help but 
want to be one,” Bonin said. 

“What I do as a lawyer now is very differ- 
ent from that. It’s immensely satisfying in dif- 
ferent ways, but it’s not like what they show 
you on TV” lvivanco@tribune.com

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More than meets the eye 



Brown Line stations 
showing construction 
flaws, blemishes

CTA officials must be hoping that Brown 
Line riders hurrying to catch their trains 
won’t pay too much attention to spots 
where corners were cut at rebuilt stations 
as the $530 million rehab project enters its 
final phase. 

“The recon- 
struction has gone 
very well, no major 
problems,” said Pat 
Taylor, the tran- 
sit agency’s vice 
president of facili- 
ties maintenance, 
construction and 
engineering. 

The CTA can 
take credit for 
stations that are 
sleek and larger 
than the old ones 
while preserving the original historic sta- 
tion houses. The community artwork adds 
a nice touch. 

But a close inspection reveals design 
issues, construction flaws and blemishes 
that customers are noticing as 12 of the 18 
Brown Line stations are now completed. 
Work on the remaining stations is sched- 
uled to wrap up next year. 

The new stations, replacing some about 
100 years old, are expected to last at least 
40 years until the next overhaul. 

But there are early signs of rust, due in 
part to cost-saving decisions to eliminate 
some of the stainless steel on platform 
railings, canopy decks and other locations 
and use galvanized steel instead, Taylor 
acknowledged. 

Splintering already is turning up on 
some of the new wooden platforms. 

Rivets are corroding quickly at the 
Southport station because contractors 
used the wrong fasteners on some wind- 
break panels. 

The corrosion will be corrected, along 
with rust that has formed on metalwork 
that was welded off-site and assembled 
at the stations, said Bob Wittmann, CTA 
general manager of construction and the 


Brown Line project manager. 

Other shortcuts, however, will remain as 
part of $152 million in belt-tightening. For 
instance, the CTA economized on paint- 
ing the elevated structure by reducing 
the amount of square footage that comes 
in contact with a paint brush, Wittmann 
said. 

The skimping, done to keep the massive 
project within budget, will be especially 
obvious in the months ahead as rain turns 
to freezing rain and then snow. 

The length of overhead protective 
canopies on the platforms was reduced 
to the equivalent of two rail cars, instead 


of four car lengths. But station platforms 
were extended to accommodate eight-car 
trains, resulting in more exposed areas on 
the platforms. 

The cutbacks and downsizing all date 
back to a former CTA president, Frank 
Kruesi, who ordered major cuts after bids 
for the Brown Line project came in much 
higher than engineering estimates. 

Aid. Eugene Schulter (47th), who cre- 
ated the Brown Line task force to monitor 
the CTA during the project, said he hopes 
to identify future funding to eventually 
restore some of the items scrapped from 
the project.

Competition 
to get into 
best colleges 
grows fiercer

In the competition to get into the most selec- 
tive colleges, some students and their parents 
are resorting to a tasteless tactic: bashing 
other applicants. 

The letters, mailed to admissions offices, 
typically arrive without a signature. They say 
rival applicants cheated on exams or got sus- 
pended for underage drinking. Sometimes, 
they include an unflattering newspaper clip- 
ping or a sly suggestion to check out pictures 
on a student’s Facebook page. 

At Northwestern University, one letter 
was written in crayon. “I guess they thought 
we couldn’t trace it if it were in crayon,” said 
Christopher Watson, Northwestern’s dean of 
undergraduate admission. “The grammar was 
too good to be a little kid. ... We see every- 
thing. Nothing shocks us anymore.” 

College admissions officials said they do 
not track how many of these letters, calls or 
e-mails they receive and said they are unsure 
whether they’re getting more of them. But 
with competition fiercer than ever, and tech- 
nology making it easier to communicate, sev- 
eral experts said they wouldn’t be surprised to 
see more of this behavior. 

“People think if they disadvantage one 
student, it may advantage theirs,” said 
Stacey Kostell, director of undergraduate 
admissions at the University of Illinois at 
Urb ana- Champaign. She said the university 
has received anonymously sent newspaper 
articles about applicants’ criminal activities. 

Dan Saracino, the University of Notre 
Dame’s director of admissions, said he’ll 
investigate allegations even if they’re pro- 
vided anonymously 

“If the person is saying something that 
might have some credence, you don’t want 
to dismiss it,” he said. “We will contact the 
student who is being maligned and ask them 
if they care to respond.” 

Mabel Freeman, assistant vice president of 
undergraduate admissions at Ohio State, said 
it’s unfortunate that the efforts are primarily 
orchestrated by adults. 

“It is one more indication of the high anxi- 
ety that seems to be out there, the inability 
of some families to deal with a rejection,” 
Freeman said.

They passed through tight security before 
entering the mosque on Stony Island Avenue or 
being directed toward huge white tents on the 
grounds where screens were set up to watch the 
proceedings. 

“The mosque has always been a positive thing 
for the community, culturally,” said Shelton Oliver, 
38, as he waited in line. “It’s been good for the 
neighborhood in trying to stop violence, and gangs. 
It’s all positive.”

Man who died identified as parolee 


A Chicago man who died Saturday after police used a taser 
gun when he approached them with a homemade knife was 
identified Sunday as a parolee released from prison just over 
a week ago, officials said. 

An autopsy Sunday by the Cook County medical 
examiner’s office was unable to determine the cause of 39- 
year-old Homer Taylor’s death and said the official results 
were pending further studies, which can take weeks. Police 
said it appeared the man ingested narcotics before dying. 

Taylor was acting erratic and drinking from an open 
bottle about 2 p.m. Saturday near North Leclaire Avenue 
and West Washington Boulevard, police said. As they 
approached Taylor, he fled, and officers chased him. 


“The man was apprehended and became combative 
with what appeared to be a sharp-edged object, thrashing 
at officers,” Chicago Police Department spokeswoman 
Monique Bond said. “The subject resisted arrest and was 
subdued with a taser discharge.” 

Taylor, who lived in the 300 block of North Central 
Park Avenue, was released from prison Oct. 10 after being 
sentenced to two years for convictions on forgery and drug 
charges, according to public records. Taylor also had several 
other drug convictions since 1999. 

No officers were hurt during the confrontation. The 
incident was being evaluated by the Independent Police 
Review Authority

D LAS VEGAS A 6 -year-old boy kidnapped 
from a Las Vegas home by alleged drug 
dealers posing as policemen has been found 
alive in a neighborhood northeast of the Las 
Vegas Strip, police said early Sunday 

The child was “in extremely good condition” 
and had been taken 
to University Medical 
Center in Las Vegas 
for examination, Las 
Vegas police Capt. 
Vincent Cannito said 
at a news conference. 

“He is safe and 
in our custody,” 
Cannito said. “It’s a 
blessing this child has been found.” 

Cole Puffinburger was recovered at around 
10:30 p.m. Saturday after a caller informed 
detectives about a child walking alone on a 
street in a middle-class neighborhood of tidy, 
modest-sized homes about 5 miles from the 
Las Vegas Strip, Las Vegas police Officer Jay 
Rivera said. 

Detectives discovered Cole outside a large 
Methodist church in the neighborhood. The 
area was being treated as a crime scene, but 
police gave no information about how Cole 
got there or where he had been kept since his 
Wednesday morning abduction. 

The child was kidnapped at gunpoint by 
men who tied up the boy’s mother and her 
boyfriend and ransacked their home. 

Authorities arrested Cole’s grandfather 
Clemens Tinnemeyer late Friday in connection 
with the boy’s disappearance. Police believe 
that the abductors were Mexican drug dealers 
and that the kidnapping at gunpoint was a 
“message” to Tinnemeyer, 51, whom they 
said may have stolen millions of dollars 
from dealers.

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BEARS SCORE EARLY, OFTEN 
IN HOME SHOOTOUT WITH VIKINGS

The last time the Bears scored this 
many points, Walter Payton was taking 
handoffs and Mike Ditka was prowling 
the sideline. 

Kyle Orton threw two touchdown 
passes, special teams chipped in with 
two more and the Bears hung on for a 48-41 victory 
over the Minnesota Vikings on Sunday 

The Bears intercepted Gus Frerotte four times 
even though its injury-riddled secondary was miss- 
ing starting cornerbacks Nathan Vasher and Charles 
Tillman along with nickel back Danieal Manning. 
The Bears also lost star kick returner Devin Hester 
to a bruised quad in the third quarter, yet still man- 
aged to put up their most points since beating 
Tampa Bay 48-14 at home on Dec. 7, 1986. It was 
the most points the Bears have allowed in a win, 
and the total of 89 tied a record set in a 51-38 loss at 
Baltimore in October 1958. 

“We’ve got a group of guys who are together,” 
Orton said. “It doesn’t matter what happens out- 
side that huddle. It’s everybody inside the huddle 
working for a common goal, and we work together 
very well.” 

The Bears survived a late push by Minnesota 
after building a 17-point lead and won even though 
Adrian Peterson ran for 121 yards and two touch- 
downs, including a 54-yarder. 


“It feels like we keep killing our- 
selves,” Peterson said. “We put up 
(439) yards on a pretty good defense.” 
But it wasn’t enough. 

Orton completed 2i-of-32 passes 
for 283 yards, including a 51-yard 
touchdown pass to Marty Booker 
that made it 41-31 with 2:35 left in the third quarter. 
Kevin Payne then picked off Frerotte, and after a 
questionable pass interference call against Vinny 
Ciurciu on fourth down at the 1, Matt Forte ran it 
in to extend the Bears’ lead to 48-31 in the opening 
seconds of the fourth. 

Minnesota got a 23 -yard field goal from Ryan 
Longwell, and former Bear Bernard Berrian capped 
a 75-yard drive with a 5-yard touchdown catch that 
made it a seven-point game with 3 minutes left. 

But this time, the Bears hung on. 

Tommie Harris sacked Frerotte after Minnesota 
(3-4) took over at the 25 with just over a minute 
left following a punt, and rookie Zackary Bowman 
sealed it with an interception after being elevated 
from the practice squad during the week.

Demitra opened the scoring midway through the first 
period. He connected from just in front of the crease after 
taking a centering pass from Mason Raymond after a turn- 
over by the Blackhawks’ Aaron Johnson behind the net. 

Seabrook tied it just over a minute later on a shot 
from the top of the right circle that sailed over Luongo’s 
glove. Kane set up the goal with a pass from behind the 
Vancouver net. 

Sharp was credited with a power-play goal that gave 
the Blackhawks a 2-1 lead with 4:29 left in the first. Sharp 
tried to center the puck to Kris Versteeg, but the hard pass 
deflected off Vancouver defenseman Mattias Ohlund’s 
stick and past Luongo. 

Kane’s power-play goal at 6:58 of the third made it 
3-1. He stuffed in a rebound of Sharp’s shot from the slot 
after the Blackhawks’ Dustin Byfuglien failed to convert 
an initial rebound. 

Sharp made it 4-1 with 6:45 left in the third when his 
shot hit the post and then deflected in off Luongo. Just 
under 2 minutes later, Sedin cut it to 4-2 when his shot 
deflected in off the stick of Chicago’s Duncan Keith.

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Lucinda Williams 
hits her stride

From the false start on the opening rock- 
er “Real Love” to the fade-out of AC/DC 
cover “It’s a Long Way to the Top,” any- 
one familiar with Lucinda 
Williams may notice 
something unusual while 
listening to her latest disc, 

“Little Honey” 

You’ll catch yourself 
smiling a lot— laughing, even. On balance, 
it contains some of the most joyful music 
of her career— this from a woman with a 
song “Joy” that rages about the loss of it. 

“It basically does reflect my life,” she 
said. “Personally, professionally and cre- 
atively, I’m in the best place I’ve ever 
been, at least in my adult life.” 

Williams, 55, smiled like a flustered 
teenager onstage recently while men- 
tioning her fiance/manager Tom Overby’s 
50 th birthday She sang the new “Honey 


Bee” for him, describing the extended 
sexual metaphor as her favorite song to 
perform now. “Honey Bee” and “Real 
Love” are straight-ahead rockers destined 
to be mainstays in her live 
set for years. 

Her father Miller 
Williams, a poet and his 
daughter’s literary mentor, 
once said that there is a 
pitch-black well, and everyone stands at 
its edge. Some fall in, and some don’t. 

“I loved that image,” she said. “It made 
so much sense to me. And I’ve seen it hap- 
pen time and time again. ... That’s what 
my writing deals with a lot— what makes 
someone stand at the edge and jump in 
and what makes some of us not.” 

That’s plain in older songs like 
“Drunken Angel” and “2 Kool 2 Be 4-got- 
ten.” Williams seemed like someone who 
worked best when her life was a mess. 


“That’s the oldest myth around, and 
I bought into it,” she said. “We all did 
when we were starting out. I don’t think 
I really thought of it on a conscious level. 
That’s just part of being young and going 
through the muck and mire that you 
have to go through. I wasn’t consciously 
making myself miserable so I could write 
songs. Maybe on some subliminal level I 
was, I don’t know. Who knows? I guess I 
would have to undergo psychiatric evalu- 
ation to find out.” 

She and Overby, a longtime music 
industry executive, have been together 
more than three years. After years with- 
out it, Williams is delighted to be in a 
stable relationship with a stable guy 

“I had to get over my bad-boy thing,” 
she said. “Now I realize that all men have 
some bad boy You just have to find it.” 

Overby mildly protests: “I was not 
exactly wearing a pocket protector.”

Google’s cure for

If you’re the type of person who “tipsy 
types,” you might want to check out Google’s 
“Mail Goggles,” a new test-phase feature in 
the free Gmail Lab service that could save 
you from looking like a complete idiot.
